AUBURN, N. Y., Oct. 26.—There are now 
good reasons for stating that Czolgosz, the 
assassin of President McKinley, who is to 
die in the electric chair next Tuesday 
morning at 7 o’clock, has repented and 1re- 


turned to the faith of his early childhood, - 


that of the Catholic church. He is now 
Spending the few remaining hours of his 
life in prayer. 

It is understood that the assassin will 
make a declaration of his belief in God 


and of his return to the Catholic faith, at 
the same time renouncing anarchy, in the 
presence 01 the 26 persons gathered to wit- 
ness sls death. 

Father Eudzinski, the most learned Po- 
lish clergyman in Buffalo, one who 
has interested himself in prison mission- 
&ry work, has three times visited the jail 
at Czolgosz’s request. The presence of 
the priest seemed to be most welcome 
to the dejected wretch who was wavering 
between weep ne ares Christianity. 

It may be sta that Father Fudzinski’s 
mission was most successful. When about 
to leave the jail he informed the con- 
demned man that he would return to him 
Sunday afternoon and spend more time 
with him. Father Fudzinski, immediately 
after leavi the prison, was found by a 
Post-Dispatc reporter, The clergyman 
was extremely reticent. 

“Did the assassin renounce anarchy?’ 
he was asked. 

‘All I will say, replied Father Fudzinski, 
*"s that from the time I first saw him in 
his cell until I left him there was a change 
for the better, and such a great change.” 

“Did you know him previous to coming 
here?’

NO CLEW TO POSSIBLE CAUSE

LA SALLE, Iill., Oct. %—A_ mysterious 
tragedy has come to light at Granville, a 
small village about 10 miles southwest of 
La Salle, with the finding in a weil of the 
dead bodies of the three sons of Joseph 
Casper, a prominent citizen of the com- 


munity, 
The parents went to Princeton, leaving 
the three boys at home digging a well, and 
finding that they were to be detained a 
couple of days, purchased some groceries 
and hired a man to take them out to the 

8. 

he messenger arrived late at night, and, 
failing to find the boys, remained in the 
house over night. In the morning he went 
to Spring Vailey, and he told Miss Kate 
Casper, a sister of the boys, of the occur- 
rence. She was much alarmed and urged 
him to go back and look further. He did 
so, and finally, in an obscure part of the 
farm, found the well which the brothers 
had been digging, and, peering down, saw 
the bodies of ali three lying dead, locked 
in each other’s arms. He immediately sum- 
moned help and the bodies were removed 
from the well, which was 60 feet deep. A 
physician who was summoned said life had 
been extinct several hours. 

The coroner of Putnam County is in 

charge of the case, but has not yet made 
his decision public. There is much evidence 
pointing to foul play. 
When the bodies were brought to the 
light with grappling hooks it was found 
that the youngest boy's neck was broken 
and that an ugiy gash had been cut in the 
back of George, the oldest. Physicians say 
death was not caused by asphyxiation. 

No clew or possible reason for murder has 
been found.

“IT believe $15 @ month ig a low estimate 
for the waste ot food under the present 
system of employing servants. It is my 
experience that servants cannot be taught 
to use electric lights economically.” 

“The movement fostered by the W ednes- 
day Club is an excellent one,’ ecla 
Mrs. E. A. Mooney. “It is calcuisted to 
benefit all. The idea of having a place 
where the housekeeper can apply for help 
‘when one’s maid'or cook leaves suddenly 
is delightful. And to know that, in such 
an emergency, one can be furnished with 
competent help, as the Wednesday Club 
proposes to do, will certainly be a great 
comfort. It is calculated to lift a weight 
from the mind of the anxious and harassed 
housekeeper.”’ 

In concluding the discussion, Mrs. Frank 
Blelock said: 

“T consider that the waste and destruc- 
tion of one’s property by servants is the 
heaviest item of expense. I would welcome 
the innovation of an hour by hour system 
of service. 

“To my mind, the greatest good that the 
practice of this idea will bring about is 
that such an institution as the school of 
housekeeping will add dignity to domestic 
service, 

“It will cause American girls to become 
interested in the work and take up do- 
mestic service. Thus we will be relieved of 
the burden of unsoph'sticated foreign help.’
